cent review.of the British troops at 
the front as one of th most coonipell- 
ing scenes they have ever witnessed. 
The spot was 'a parade ground 
not 
many miles from the trenchesl Three 
battalions of Guards made a wall, of 
khaki which melted into ''the back- 
ground of sward and hills.' At a re- 
view in England they 
would 
have 
formed a most brilliant display in their 
gorgeous parade uniforms—these fam- 
ous, crack regiments officered by sons 
of the famous families of 
England. 
Again and again their ranks had been 
thinned and refilled. 
Officers of 
the 
old regular army who ,had come 
as 
spectators recognied familiar faces of 
the survivors among tae officers and 
saw many strange faces who had taken 
the place of those who had fallen. 
"But the Guards are still the Guards 
—Scots or Irish Grenadiers or Cold- 
stream," said one of the officers. Lora 
Kitchener 
and 
M. Millerand,-- the 
French minister of war, who were see- 
ing the British front together, were to 
review them. It was the second visit 
to the front paid by "K," as every offi- 
cer calls him. 


Scene Thrilling.

French appeared 
first, 
walking across the 'parade ground to 
the reviewing station where he wel- 
comed Lord Kitchener and M. Mille- 
rand who arrived in a bis limousine.

A BIG DECREASE 


SHOWN IN EXPORT 


OF SWISS WATCHES 


Zurich, Switzerland, Sept. 10.—The 
exports of Swiss watches 
in 
1914' 
show a decrease in value of-niore than 
$12,000,000 as compared with the pre- 
•vipus year. 
But for the readiness 


with 
which 
Swiss 
manufacturers 
adapted, themselves to 
the changed 
conditions, their losses would have 
been still greater. 


Switzerland's watch export indus- 
try is the 
greatest 
in the world. 
"Eighty-seven per cent, of all the for- 
eign watches sold in the various coun- 
tries of the world are made in Switz- 
erland. 
In 1913, there were export- 
ed more than fifteen million watches 
of a total value of some $37,000,000. 
sold in 'the home market that year, 
While less than 300,000 watches were 
not two per cent, of the total produc- 
tion. 


•When the war broke out' the Swiss 
watch industry was brought to a sud- 
den standstill. 
The manufacturers 
were most pessimistic. 
There were 
no orders, there was no money and 
credit was difficult to obtain. 
But 
changes in fashion soon helped them 
to . circumvent the hardships. 
Ob- 
viously there was no longer any mar- 
ket for the more expensive watches, 
so the makers turned to producing 
cheaper articles especially adapted 
for the military. A great trade was 
done in silver, nickel and gunmetal 
cased watches, with luminous dials, 
which found a ready sale among army' 
men. 
Excepting certain towns and 
districts where only expensive watch- 
es had been made, the industry grad- 
ually recovered from the first depres- 
sion and there are now fewer unem- 
ployed workmen than any time since 
the war began.
